WILL A RECEIVER BE APPOINTED SOON? 


The directors of the Park National Bank 
and the committee of depositors appointed at 
a former meeting held a meeting at the bank 
yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock. The com- 
mittee and the directors were all present, 
and the session continued until nearly. 6 
o’clock. The proceedings were strictly pri- 
vate, none of the participants being willing 
to talk of them. 

A director or depositor leaving the bank to 
take a Van Buren street car at about 5 
o’clock was heard to remark to another of 
the participants: “Iam of the opinion that 
the Controller of the Currency 1s perfectly 
willing to appointa receiver. I think you 
can count upon that.“ This might indicate a 
determination to urge the appointment of a 
receiver, if indeed the appointment had not 
been already agreed upon at the meeting. 

Upon this point one of the participants sig- 
nificantly remarked: ‘Well, you know it is 
not as disastrous to have Uncle Sam appoiut 
a receiver as it is to have the Federai Courts 
do so. The receiver appointed by Uncle 
Sam’s representatives in the Treasury De- 
partment is suoject to conditions not prevail- 
ing in the Feaeral Courts. He is restricted 
toa salary of 2.000 per annum, and, if the 
emergency requires, he is allowed a clerk at 
@ nominal salary, Fut if there be no such 
emergency he must do the work himself. 
Not so with the Federal Court receivers. The 
latter may claim certain fees and certain 
clerical expenses which combined may likely 
absorb even a solvent institution. Beyond 
that I have nothing to say.” 

A Talk with Director Tebbetts,

What is President Packer’s interest in the 
Chicago Fire-Proofing company? 

How was the loan of $5,000 secured? If by 
Mortgage, do you know if that mortgage is 
recorded, and is it true that there are four other 
mortgages ahead of it? 

Do you know a banker named Kennefic of 
Dell Rapids, S. D.?

tnem—the President was financially respon- 
sible for them and that he believed he was 
able to make them good, if it had not al- 
ready been done. 


It Made Little Difference. 

It was not, in his opinion. a material mat- 
ter as to whether Ida E. Mack was a sister- 
in-law of Mr. Packer or not, or whether 
she was a schoolteacher, the only concern 
of the bank being the payment of the paper 
at maturity. He thought it passing strange 
that Mr. Nordgren would sign a note and not. 
be aware of it, and he did not think it a mat- 
ter of concern to the bank whether Mr. Packer 
really used the money or not, as Mr. Nord- 
gren was worth at least $150,000, which 
was certainly ample to cover the bank’s lia- 
bility. The arrangement between Messrs. 
Packer and Nordgren, if any, was a private 
matter, in no way affecting the solvency of 
the bank. Mr. Tebbetss further intimated if 
there.was anything contrary to tne banking 
laws or any other laws in the conduct of the 
affairs of the bank not uow generally known 
it would develop itself in the hearing before 
the United States authorities, and that any 
agitation of the issue at this time would be 
detrimental to the interests of the depositors 
and the stockholders. 

He had been instrumental in arranging the 
Palmer House meeting and he did so without 
consultation with his feliow-directors, the 
object being to bring about an understand- 
ing between those in interest for their mutual 
protection and benefit. He wasa depositor 
as wellas a director. The results of that 
meeting, he believed, had been of benefit and 
would be of still more benefit. The question 
of time was an essential one in the adjust- 
ment of the affairs of the bank, time in the 
sense that those owing the bank would be 
able to make good their obligations. He was 
confident that the assets of the bank ex 
ceeded the liabilities at this time, even ad- 
mitting that the bank would lose something 
on the outstanding paper—an admission he 
was not prepared to make. 

An Unfortunate Incident. 

It was learned that the Dowdle & Mc- 
Whirter Stone company had overdrawn its 
account $2,000 at the time ot the failure of 
the bank, and that the firm two or three days 
later cailed at the bank and paid this over- 
draft. The bank also hela a demand note of 
the firm for $5,500, in addition to the alleged 
mortguge for $30,000. This demand note the 
examiner turned over to the United States 
District Attorney, who, either by direction 
of the examiner or upon his own motion, 
entered up a judgment on the note. 
This action, it is alleged by the friends 
of the bank mapagement, resulted in forcing 
the firm mtothe hands of a receiver, the 
consequence of which, it is turther affirmed, 
will be to hazard the chances of the bank 
realizing the full amount of the mortgage 
note for $30.000. If this action had not been 
taken it is claimed the firm would have been 
in a position to make good its obligauons 
to the bank in time to admit of its continu- 
ance. What the bank will now be able to 
realize from the firm’s assets is entirely con- 
tingent upon the settlement of its affairs 
under these somewhat disadvantageous con- 
ditions. 


RUN DOWN BY AN EXCURSION STEAMER 


The Barge Kasota Sunk in a Collision on, 
the Detroit River. \ 

Detroit, Mich., July 17.—|Special.]—The 
passenger steamer City of Detroit took three 
excursion parties down to Put in Bay today, 
tne newsboys, Odd-Fellows, and a church ex- 
cursion. 

Altogether there were 1,023 passengers on 
board, inctuding many women and chiidren. 
When opposite the exposition grounds on 
her return trip while in midriver che steam- 
er’s pilot saw the big steambarge Kasota 
coming down, and both gave the proper 
signals. It iooked to the hundreds watching 
the coming of the big barge as though the 
meeting and parting would be similar to a 
hundred others made during the day, until the 
doat's prows were on a line when the City 
of Detroit tookan abrupt sheer toward the 
Kasota and before more than half a dozen pas- 
sengers had realized the change in course the 
passenger boat’s sharp bow struck the barge 
just abaft the bow with a deafening crash of 
severed iron and splintered timber, cutting 
her nearly in two. 

The excitement on the City of Detroit when 
she struck, trembled and stopped, was almost 
indescribable. Women and children screamed, 
men shouted, and many believing the boat 
was going down grabbed life preservers and 
attempted to jump overboard. Only me 
prompt efforts of the officers of the steamer 
and the cooler headed passengers prevented 
them trom going overboard. The excite- 
ment was intensified by several ladies faint- 


Tae excitement momentarily increased 
when the Kasota disappeared and the report 
was passed to the interior of the City of De- 
troit that the Kasota had gone down with all 
on board; and that the steamer would prob- 
ably go down, too. A panic was only avert- 
ed by tha. prompt. approach of dozens of 
steam and sailing crafts to render assist 
ance. | 

The Kasota when struck filled and sunk 
almost instantly in about thirty feet of 
water, this being accounted for by the fact 
that she was loaded with 2,000 tons of soft 
iron ore. Two ot the crew jumped for the 
steamer as she struck, and were pulled 
aboard the steamer City of Detroit by a news- 
boy. 

The remainder of the officers and crew, it 
is now believed, were picked up, but itis 
known that a Mrs. Stickney of Cleveland, 
second cook, a relative of the steward of the 
Kasota, was drowned. 

The Kasota was valued at $100,000, her 
owners being Cleveland men headed by 
Messrs. Webb, Richardson, et al. She is in- 
sured. So quickly did the barge go down 


that the City of Detroit, gathering headway 


after the shock, ran her bow on to 
the Kasota’s deck and stuck fast. 
The steamers Excelsior and City of Alpena 
then appeared and the frightened passengers 
were transferred to them and brought to the 
city. The City of Detroit, lightened of her 
load, lifteti and swung off free of the wreck 
and came to her dock unaided, it is alleged. 
Her bow 1s stove up some, but she is com- 
ti uninjured. 

aru wae officers and crew of the steamer, 
as wellas the members of the Detroit and 
Cleveland Steam Navigation company, to 
whom she belongs, are hard to see and get 
statements from, it is generally given out 
that ine accident occurred through the steam 
steerer becoming jambed. The City of Al- 
pena will make the City of Detroit’s run to 
Cleveland tonight. 


ALMOST DESPAIR OF A CORN CROP.

THEY TRY THEIR BAND AT AMENDING 
THE LAKE-FRONT ORDINANCE. 


It Is Returned to the Council with Several 
Important Changes—The 150- Acres Pro- 
vision Temporarily Accepted—Sec. 4 
Stricken Oat and Sec. 6 Radically 
Altered —Proceedings of the Directors’ 
Meeting— Will Mayor Cregier Use His 
Veto?—Exposition Notes. 

The Lake-Front ordinance will be returned 
to the Council again with a request that cer- 
tain amendments be made. 

They are few but important. 

The section requiring · that they utilize 150 
acres at least was temporarily accepted, and 
if the amendments asked are agreed to the 
directors will be satisfied with that. 

Secs. 4 and 6 were une only ones seriously 
considered in the three-hour secret session 
beid last night. Sec. 4 was stricken out en- 
tirely. It pronibits any of the towns or park 
districts from becoming in any way liabie 
for the exvense of filling in, and it was held 
that the Council had no authority in apy 
such matter. Sec. 6 refers to the turn- 
ing over to the city of all land made 
at the expiration of the Fair. and the 
amendmentis to the effect that the city 
shall reimburse the parties paying for the 
filling, or if it be discovered that the city 


does not own it the owner shall reimburse, 


and the cost of fliling in shall be a lien on 
such land until payment is made.

The meeting was callea to order promptly 
at 8 o’clock, and there were present: 

Messrs. Baker, Bryan, Crawford, Colvin, 
Cregier, Gage, Higinbotham, Hutchinson, Kirk- 
man, Keyes, Kohlsaat, Lawrence, Lefens, Mo- 
Cormick, McNally, Nathan, Nelson, Odell, 
Peasley, Peck. Phelps, Schwab, Seeberger, 
Strong. Waller, Yerkes. 

About the first thing that came up after a 
few unimportant matters had been passed on 
Was a mouon made by Mr. Baker that the 
members of the press be excluded from the 
room. Mr. Crawford opposed it on the theory 
that action had been taken in secret long 
enough and the motion was defeated. 

The ordinance was tuen read and Mr. 
Odell moved thatthe frst section be ac- 
cepted. 

Mr. Baker wanted the matter postponed, as 
they had thirty days in which to take action. 
He thought that delay would improve mat- 


ters somewhat. This was defeated, and he 


then asked that Secs. 1, 4, and 6 be referred 
to the Committee on Ways and Means to de- 
vise a way for securing the money neces- 
sary. This was not even seconded, and 
Mr. Bryan suggested that it was perhaps 
not proper to take action on an ordinance 
chat might yet be vetoed by the Mayor. 
Getting Down to Business. 

Mr. Kirkman made the first real move in 
the direction of action. He introduced the 
following resolutions: 

WHEREAS, Itis doubtful whether property- 
owners on Michigan avenue can be made to con- 
sent to the erection of buildings on Lake Park, 
or the so-called Lake-Front, unless said area is 
forever set aside for park purposes; and 

WHEREAS, The World's Columbian Exposition 
company cannot fill said Lake-Front unless re- 
imbursed therefor; and 

WHEREAS, Under the ordinance passed by the 
Common Councilof the City of Chicago July 16, 
1890, such reimbursement is impracticable, if not 
expressly forbidden; now, therefore, be it 

Resoived, That the World's Columbian Expo- 
sition of Illinois cannot and will not make any 
use or disposition whatsoever of the Lake Park 
and so-called Lake-Front under such ordinance; 
and 

WHEREAS, The directors of the World's Colum 
bian Exposition believe that the use of at least 
200 acres of the Lake-Front is necessary to the 
success of the Exposition, and to the conven- 
ience, comfort, and profit of the people who will 
attend it from other cities and places; and 

WHEREAS, They believe such use is necessary 
to the attainment of each and every desirable 
aim sought by the people of Chicago in securing 
the Exposition for their city; and 

WHEREAS, They further believe that such use 
is necessary to the reasonable and proper suc 
cess of the Exposition: now, therefore, in view 
of these facts and the great urgency of the case, 
be it further 

Resolved, That the Board cf Directors of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition do hereby call 
upon all good citizens of Chicago and the great 
State of Illinois, irrespective of party or calling, 
to aid in securing the use of the Lake-Front for 
the uses of the World's Columbian Exposition 
without delay or circumlocution; and, finally, it 
is the judgment and belief of this body of direct- 
ors, acting without prejudice or selfish interest 
for the best good of all concerned, 
that both the Lake Park and the 
Lake-Front should be turned over to the South 
Park Commissioners to be filled and improved 
by them for the Exposition preparatory to their 
use as a park; or, if it be deemed more desirable, 
that the City of Chicago shall turn over said area 
to the World's Columbian Exposition upon the 
condition that it shall revert after- 
wards to the City of Chicago to be used as a 
park, the said City of Chicago, in consider- 
ation of the great value of the area thus 
secured, agreeing to reimburse the Exposi- 
tion company for the cost of filling: or in 
the event it should appear hereafter that 
the Lake-Front does not belong to the City of 
Ubicago, that the World’s Columbian Exposition 
may be reimbursed by the owners of such area, 
and that to this end the directors of the Exposi- 
tion may make due arrangements therefor in 
advance. 

Different Opinions on the Site. 

Upon presenting his resolutions Mr. Kirk- 
man said there was no reason for question- 
ing the motives of the Council in passing the 
ordinance. The Aldermen were doubtless 
sincere and honest, but the directors 
could not accept the ordinance as 
adopted and they should make that 
plain to the Council and take the chances. 
There were many who did not believe that 
the Fair should be held at Jackson Park, ana 
that if it were held there Chicago would re- 
main a third-class provincial city. At all 
hazards a suitable site should be 
selected to insure a successful Fair. 
Such a Fair would make Chicago one of 
the first cities of the world, to remain so for 
all ume, and when citizens went to Europe 
and said they were from Chicago it would be 
like saying they were from London, Paris, 
Madrid, or Berlin. 

“We should take our stand firmly,” he con- 
tinued. I do not accuse anybody of im- 
proper motives, but the Exposition will be a 
failure unless we act in harmony.” 

Mr. Kohlsaat—Before that is adopted I 
would hke to ask what is the objection to 
the ordinance? 

Mr. Baker—I do not believe that the suc- 
cess of this Exposition depends upon the 
Lake-Front. Isupposeit is to be in Chi- 

and to be on some site upon 
which we shall agree. If we 
cannot get one site we will 
take another. I believe the time has come 
when we should cease te talk about a Lake- 
Front Exposition. I believe that there are 
otner sites for the Exposition which, if nut 
so desirabie, are at least suitable.

Fixed at 150 Acer 

Just as it was beginning to get 
Mayor Cregier whispered somett 
Crawford, und the latter im . 
wat certain things bad come to 
that induced him to wi his on 
to going into executive —— 

The reporters, in consequence, filed out, 
and a few minutes later Director Cregier was 
giving afew pointers that bad come to him 
on the quiet from Mayor Cregier. He inti- 
mated, although he did not say, that the 
ordipance might be vetoed..in its present 
form, and he was apparently in favor of en- 
deavoring to secure some changes in it that 
would make it acceptabie. 

Mr. Bryan was in favor of beginning work 
atonce on what they had, as they could not 
accept the ordinance. He did not see how 
the 150-acre clause could be accepted under 
the circumstances. 

Mr. Kirkman said that he looked upon the 
Fair as upon a railroad—it shouid be placed 
wherever it could get the most business. He 
thought che directors should tell the Council 
and the people just what they wanted. They 
should speak as a body and not through a 
committee. The people would then help to 
get it. He thought the Lake-Front Park 
should be turned over to the Park Commis- 
sioners to be improved, or, if that could not 
be done, to the directors. Above all things, 
he believed, the Board of Directors should 
take a definite stand. 

Mr. Bryan said again that the clause fixing 
the amount of land at 150 acres was the most 
objectionable of ali, and Mr. Kirkman moved 
that it be stricken out. 

Mr. Gage thought there should be some 
definite expression on that point; that witn- 
out a specification of the space desired the 
country peopie would think that while tala- 
ing of Jackson Park the real intention was 
to put we Fair on the Lake-Front, and the 
city people would think that the intention 
was to put it in Jackson Park. For this rea- 
son he thought there should be a specifica- 
tion of the number of acres in the ordinance 
as a basis on which to work. 

This saved that clause and there was no 
other hitch until Sec. 4 was reached, and 
that immediately involved Sec. 6, the two be- 
ing on much the same lines. 

Mr. Yerkes, discussing Sec. 4, said the city 
had the power to pass certain ordinances, but 
could not exceed its powers. The section 
might be accepted, however, as his railroad 
company had accepted ordinances certain 
conditions of which could not bind him for 
one minute. He did not think the section had 
any weight at all. 

Mr. Cregier was of the opinion that Sec. 6 
should be amended so that the city should 
be required to pay a reasonable price 
for the land turnel over to it, 
but the question was to decide 
how much should be paid. He said the land 
should be kept for park purposes and that 
that provision should be inserted in the or- 
dinance. With these changes he advocated 
the addition of Sec. 6 to Sec. 4 of the ordi- 
nance. 

Mr. Kirkman thought Sec. 6 should remain 
unchanged. 

Mr. Cregier persisted that the city should 
reimburse the directors for filling in the lake, 
but that it should be released from any such 
obligation if it should oe found that the city 
had no title to the land.

MORE AND OHIO JOIN HANDS. 


4 Purchase of 380 Acres ia Cloero Marks 
the Junction of Tracks Which Will 
Form a Transcontinental Line—Raii- 
road Shops and a New Suburban Sys 
tem Part of the scheme—Other Big 

— oe Stock- Yards— Notes. 

e Northern Pacific and the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad companies are to join 
hands at Chicago and forma continuous line 

from ocean to ocean. A purchase of 380 

acres of land in Cicero marks the junction 

point. There will be erected car shops of 
the Northern Pacific railroad and through 

oo property will run a new suburban rail- 

; y. 

The purchase of 380 acres in Secs. 19 
and 30, directly west of the famous Grant 
Locomotive Works section, was completed 
yesterday. A specific description of the prop- 
erty is as follows: The south 300 acres of 
Sec. 19, 89, 13, having a south frontage on 
Twenty-second street and bounded on the 
east by Ridgeland avenue and on the west 
by Riverside avenue, together with the east 
half ef the northeast quarter of Sec. 30, 
being eighty acres at the corner of Ridge- 
land avenue and Twenty-second street. 
The seller is Frank Sturgis and 
the title was taken in the 
name of Willard T. Block. The considera- 
tion was $570,000. Willard T. Block is the 
Secretary of the Grant Locomotive Land 
syndicate. He in turn conveyed tne prop- 
erty to F. H. Wickett. The real purchaser 
is the Grant Locomotive Land syndicate, but 
back of that is the Northern Pacitic railroad, 
which made the first payment of $150,000. 


Far-Reaching Plans. 


The plans are far-reaching. They contem- 
plate in the first place the immediate build- 
ing of a new suburban line of road. This 
will sturt from a connecton with the Chicago 
and Great Western—the line on which the 
Northern Pacific enters the city—at West For- 
ty-sixth street. It will run southwesterly 
through the northeast quarter of the Grant 
Locomotive Works section and then straight 
west through the center of that section to 
its western boundary on Sixteenth street. 
It will then run directly southwest across the 
southwest quarter of Sec. 20 till it reaches 
South Twentieth street, and then 
due west to Riverside avenue, 
thus running directly through the 
380 acres just purchased. From Riverside 
avenue a turn will be made northward till 
Hanna h avenue is reached. Thence the line 
will run north till it reaches the main line of 
the Austin branch of the Wisconsin Central 
at West Lake street. 

The Baltimore and Ohio, as was reported 
in Toe TRIBUNE recently, is to come into the 
city over the Calumet Terminal Belt Line 
and the Chicago and Great Western 
tracks. This new line will sup 
ply the missing link, The Northern 
Pacific will build a line from the point where 
the new suburban line crosses Riverside av- 
enue south to a connection with the Calumet 
Terminal just west of the Stickney tract. 
The Baltimore and Ohio will leave the Calumet 
Terminal at the point where that road would 
cross Sixty-seventh street, if projected west 
and runs-north to Twentieth street. From 
that point the cars will turn east and come 
into the city over the suburban line 
which connects with the Chicago 
and Great Western at west Forty- 
street. Through..-.freight will 
run straight north on the new line on Han 
nah avenue, connecting with the Wisconsin 
Central at West Lake street. 

A Transcontinental Line, 

A traffic alliance between the Baltimore 
and Ohio and the Union Pacific contemplates 
a transcontinental line, and the freight will 
be run through without breaking the trains 
and without bringing the cars into the city 
nearer than Riverside avenue. 

The purchase of real estate made yeater- 
day will be used for car shops for tne 
Northern Pacitic. The company will expend 
$250,000 in erecting shops, employing 1,500 
men and designed to turn out every class of 
freight and passenger cars. It can bestated 
positively that this purchase of land is not 
for the Grant Locomotive Works, and it can 
also be as positively stated that the Grant 
Locomotive Works will be built on Sec. 21. 
From the combined works a complete train 
of cars from the locomotive to rear coach 
can be turned out. 

The survey for the new line has been com- 
pleted. Men have been at work at it for sev- 
eral weeks, but the surveyors themselves 
did not know what line they were working 
on. The survey is complete in about all its 
details, and the work of construction will 
begin as soon as possible. 

The Westinghouse Plaut. 


The mystery surrounding the lovation of 
the Westinghouse company’s plant can now 
be cleared up. The Morgan tract on Hal- 
sted street, between One Hundred and Nine- 
teenth and One Hundred and Twenty-sev- 
enth streets, has just been sold for an even 
$500,000, and it is said on good authority 
that the Westingnouse plant will be located 
there. The land consists of 480 acres, being 
all but the west half of the southwest gquar- 
ter of Sec. 28 in Calumet. It is bounded by 
One Hundred and Nineteenth, One Hundred 
and Twenty-seventh, and Halsted streets, 
and Wabash avenue. The. company is not 
the Westinghouse Air-Brake company, as 
has been stated, but the Westinghouse Elec- 
tric-Motor company, a company manufactur- 
ing electric motors invented by the same 
Westinghouse who invented the air-brake. 
These motors are largely used on 
street railways. The company contem- 
plates the erection of shops to em- 
ploy 1500 men and will expend 
on the shops and the machinery something 
like $500,000. George M. Puliman is under- 
stood to be interested in the enterprise, and 
the fact that this location is but a short dis- 
tance from Pullman is signiticant. 

Largest In Chicago's History. 

Tne largest sale of suburban lots in the 
history of the city has just been completed. 
C. C. Collins and Hobart C. Taylor have pur- 
chased the entire interest of the West- 
ern Springs Land Association, consisting 
of all the unsold lots at Western Springs 


about 1,000. The Western Springs Land 


Association practically means the Peck es- 
tate, for that estate controlled nearly all the 
stock of tne association. This purchase, to- 
gether with an adjoining one of 290 acres, is 

a transaction amounting to nearly $500,000. 
The town of Western Springs was laid out 
eigbteen years ago, and streets graded, trees 
planted, and sidewalks laid. The panic came 
and the town was never developed.

CENSUS FRAUDS IN MINNEAPOLIS, 


A Discrepancy of Nearly 10,000 Names 
Found in Eleven Districts. 

Sr. Pavt, Minn., July 17.—[Special.]—The 
reporton the census fraudsin Minneapolis 
this afternoon by Superintendent Porter to 
Assistant Attorney-General Cotten, now in 
St. Paul, created a great sensation in both 


Cities. The evidence of padding is complete and 


overwhelming. In the eleven districts re- 
counted under Special Agent Boudinot a dis- 
crepancy of 9,579 names was found—that is, 
the recount showed that many names less 
than the daily reports sent to the 
bureau by the Minneapolis enumerators. 
The differences between the postal reports, 
the actual returns, and the recount leave no 
doubt as to what occurred. Many enumer- 
ators, either under instructions or of their 
own notion, sent in daily reports to 
Washington far beyond the population 
of their districts, and when the arrests were 
made Juné 17 became frightened ana 
cut down their actual returns. For 
instance, in District 401 the enumer- 
ator’s postal-card returns indicated a pop- 
ulation of 2,268, but after the arrests he 
cut his actuai returns to 474. The recount 
shows an actual population of 840, indicat ing 
that the enumerator in his alarm had cut his 
report far below the actual population. 

Some of the greatest discrepancies are as 
follows: District 309, daily reports, 1,880; 
actual returns, 1,806; recount, 710. Dis- 
trict 315, daily reports, 2,009; actual 
returns, 880; recount, 970. District 
426, daily reports, 1,274; actual returns, 
427; recount, 520. Every oneof the districts 
was found to be padded, varying from 299 
in the 410th district to 1,428 in the 40lst, tne 
total for the eleven districts being 
9,579. Calculating on this basis ior 
all districts in the city’ the 
padding is thought to have exceeded 60,000. 
The actual returns made to the Census 
Bureau give Minneapolis a population of 
186,254. Itis learned tonight that Superin- 
tendent Porter will order a recount of the 
whole city under the supervision of a special 
agentof the Census Bureau. 


ENGLAND’S THREATENING ATTITUDE, 


Preparing for a Big Naval Demonstration 
Off the French Coast of Newfoundland. 
Hatirax, N. 8., July 17.—(Special.]—The 

naval authorities here have grown a little 

more communicative during the few days 
past, or perhaps the recent movements of 
the fleet have become so public that further 
official know-nothingism has become useless. 

At any rate itis rumored here, and not de- 

njed by the authorities, that a-

demonstration on Newfoundiand’s French 
shore, and may possibly go a step further 
by making one in French waters off Miquilon 

Isiand under the very nose of the French 

warships. For this purpose tne following 

formidable British fleet is now gatherea in 
the vicinity of St. John’s, Newfoundland: 

Fiagship Bellerophon, H. M. S. Comus, Em- 

eraid, Forward, Pelican, and Partridge, to be 

joined probably tomorrow by H. M. 8. 

Thrush, commanded dy Prince George of 

Wales, and two torpedo boats direct from 

Eugland. H. M. S. Pylades, one of the most 

powerful men-of-war on this station, 

was also ordered from the West India 
station to rendezvous with the fleet of dem- 
onstration at St. John’s, but news received 
here this morning from the Windward Islands 
states that the Pylades is ashore at Jamaica 
and seriously injured. Orders were imme- 
diately cabled by the naval authorities for the 

Pylades to proceed at once to Bermuda for 

repairs and also for H. M. S. Terror, now at 

Port Hamilton, Bermuda, to replace the 

Pylades. All this demonstrates that the im- 

perial authorities have determined on some 

definite action tne Newfoundland 
difficulties.

The Surprise of the Day Furnished by 
Baigowan in the Rich Hyde Park 
Stakes— He Defeats Rey del Reyes and 
Kingman in a Good Race—A *2-Year- 
Old Filly Rane @ Mile in Fast Time, 
Beating Wary and Others. 


Delightful weather, grand racing, and 3 large 
crowd combined to make the day a notable one 
at Washington Park. It was also a day remark- 
able for the uniformity with which the favorites 
were bowled over. Not a single first choice won 
arace. The chief event of the day was the Hyde 
Park Stakes for 2-year-olds, and there was great 
plunging on Rey Del Reyes, the Californian colt 
that was reported to be a better one than 
El Rio Rey at the same age. There were 
thirteen high class youngsters in the race 
and the stake was worth $11,156 to the winner, a 
sum worth the best effort of any horse. It is 
next in value to the American Derby, and the 


certainty that there would be a run for thes 


money made the speculators figure diligently on 
the chances of the favorite being beaten, but the 
bulk of pubhe money kept Rey Del Reyes in 
first position on the boards. The rumor that 
Longfortune had gone the three-quarters in 
1:14 in a trial made his chances look rosy, and 
he was backed by the stable down to 3 to 1. 
Other horses that had good support were Fore- 
runner, Palestine, and Kingman. There were 
long odds against everything else in the 
race ranging from 15 to 30 to 1. A few 
ple who remembered Balgowan’s good race 
uly 5 took a flyer on him at 20 nd 2% to 1 and 
8tolfor a place. When the horses came out 
there was extreme satisfaction expressed at the 
fine appearance of Rey Del Reyes. He looked 
fit to race for a man’s life, and his backers 
hugged themselves with pleasure and inwardly 
chuckled at their wisdom in selecting him. He 
can't lose it,.“ they said, and the fact that Barnes 
was im the saddle mude them doubly confident. 
There was little delay at the post. After a 
couple of breakaways Sheridan gave the jockeys 
a obrief lecture to more careful, 
and at the next attempt they got 
n with Palestine, Forerunner, 
and Rel Dei wy te slightly in front of the bunch. 
Before going a furlong the favorite snowed in the 
lead, with Forerunner next, Palestine third, Sir 
Abner and Balgowan being in front of the sec- 
ond division. Rounding the lower turn Rey Del 
Reyes was still leading, with Palestine second, 
Forerunner third, and Kingman and Balgowan 
following in order. There seemed to be little 
question at this point that the favorite would 
win, but when all were straightened out for the 
wire two horses were seen to be fast closing up 
the gap that the California colt had opened up. 
These two were Kingman and Balgowan. They 
came out of ruck and at the fur- 
long le were not more than a length 
behin the leader. In an erceedmgly 
exasperating manner—to the backers of the fa- 
vorite—the pair of racers from the classic regions 
of Frankfort County, Kentucky, came along 
and actually got up alongside of the Golden Gate 
candidate. in afew strides more they had him 
beaten, and then it became a match between the 
two Kentucky youngsters. Both Warwick on 
Balgowan and Johnson on Kingman began to 
work like Trojans. At the stand both began to 
drive. They were bead and head and there was 
only 100 yards to go to win the richest,2-year-old 
stake in the West. Kingman had the most 
frends in the grand stand, and shouts of 
**Kingman wius!“ were frequent as those few 
strides were being made. Little Warwick had 
lost his cap in the rush at the top of the stretch, 
and his curly black head was far over on Balgo- 
wan's neck as he laid on the lash and shook the 
reins free with every leap of the colt. It was to 
be a close finish beyond adoubt and the shouters 
held their peace and watched. In an instant it 
is over. Balgowan had just enough reserve speed 
to do the work required of him. With a mighty 
effort Warwick got his horse's head in front, and 
when the pair went past the wire they were only 
a neck apart. Rey Del Reyes was three lengths 
away and the rest made a procession down the 
stretch. Balgowan is by Strathmore, out of 
hepa and was bred and trained in Ken- 
tucky. 
Other Races of the Day. 


The first event of the day was a gift for old 
Arundel, who took it into his head to run kindly, 
and going out in front at the start he was never 
headed, and finished three lengths in front 
of Lizzie D., who was two length in 
front of Meckie H. The favorite was 
Etruia, but she was never in the race 
and the judges took occasion to ask Barnes, who 
rode, what the trouble was. He said that he 
could not get the filly to run, and when he struck 
her with the whip she failed to respona at all, so 
he gave up working on her. The good perform- 
ance of Arundel induced some one to try and ar 
him at the auction after the race, but J. M. 
Brown kept him at aa advance of $555 over the 
entered price, 

The second event was for all ages, and three 2- 
year-olds entered with the 6-year-old Wary 
and the  O6-year-old Prophecy to try 
conclusions at a mile. Everybody on 
the ground said Wary would win and proceeded 
to put their cash on the mare. One of 2-year- 
olds, a filly named Anne Elizabeth, upset all 
calculations, for she made a runaway race of it, 
going out three lengths in front soon after 
the start and never being headed. Wary 
made a desperate effort to catch the fleet young 
creature in the stretch, but could not do s0, and 
finished two lengths behind. Prophecy w 
third. It was a case of youth and a light weigh 
against age and a heavy impost. Anne Eliza- 
beth had only 71 pounds to carry while Wary 
took up 119. 

For the fourth race five horses accustomed to 
going a distance came out, and on account of his 
recent good form Woodcraft was cked 
out to win. Ed MeGinnis and 
were well backed also, At the start 
Business went out to set the pace 
and held the lead for a mile. Woodcraft then 
came up and led into the stretch. with Heron 
close up. In the race to the wire Heron beat the 
favorite by three parts ot a length, and Prince 
Fortunatus, who came fastin the last furlong, 
was only a neck behind Woodcraft. 

The last race was between Ballyhoo, a2 to5 
favorite, and Barney, whose chances were 
thought to be worth 3 to 1. These two were the 
only starters and they ran side by side until 
within twenty yards of the wire, when Barney 
jumped out and won bya neck.

Mr. Yerkes was clinging to the footboard 
of a new grip-car on West Madison strect. 
A conductor with u County Antrim brogue 
importuned him for fare just as he did the 
hodcarrier with lime on his brogans who 
was speeding home to the bosom of 
his family. President Yerkes gave uf 
a new nickel to the conductor and 
so did the hodcarrier. President Yerkes de- 
sired to travel incog., so that he might ob- 
serve the operation of the new West Side 
cable system and see how the workmen were 
attending to their business. Only a few 
grip-cars were run yesterday with an in- 
structor on each of them. Mr. Yerkes 
stopped at the power-house at Rockwell 
street, and. with his watch in his hand, 
timea the revolutions of the engine wheels. 

This engine,“ said he, is now running 
at the rate of thirty-five revolutions to the 
minute. It should record sixty revoluvons 
when at its full capacity. That shows that 
the cars are running a little more than six 
miles an hour. The fixed speed of the cable 
west of Rockwell street is twelve miles an 
hour. Between Kockwell and Jefferson 
streets the speed will be ten mules, while 
2 the tunnel loop it will be six miles an 

our. 

„We will be ready to operate the system 
by machinery within ten days. I gave or- 
ders yesterday to clean out the tunnel, and 
the work on Salle street will be 
finished. soon. The tunnel is in 
good condition now and aside from some 
little improvement over the viaduct on the 
Milwaukee avenue branch there is scarcely 
anything to retard the starting of the whole 
system. I am determined that there shail be 
no drawbacks after the horses are taken off. 
It is annoying to have delays on such an ex- 
tensive system, and if there is any virtue in 
starting slowly I'm going to try it. There is 
something remarkable about the absence of 
accidents on the Milwaukee avenue line. 
We have been running grip-cars on 
the farther end of that line 
for several days and contrary to my expecta- 
tions no accidents have happened. The street 
is full of children all day, and they amuse 
themselves by tying a string to a tin can and 
then getting the string wound around the 
cable iu some way. It is no uncommon thing 
to see two or three dozen children chasing a 
tin can along Milwaukee avenue, and we 
were forced to issue a circular warning the 
parenis against such dangerous play.”

The Wrecked Yachts Had Five Persons 
Aboard— Their Name. 

When the steamer Puritan arrived from St. 
Joseph last night John Beaupre of No. 80 
Ohio street was at the dock anxiously 
waiting to see Capt. Stines. When 
he bad given the Captain a description of the 
yachts on which his brothers had sailed for 
Muskegon June 23, the Puritan’s master ex- 
claimed: “It was your brothers’ boats I saw 
floating in midlake yesterday. There can be 
no doubt about it.” 

The names of those lost on the two yachts 
are: 

JOSEPH BEAUPRE, aged 26 years. 

JAMES BEAUPRE, aged 21 years. 

ABRAHAM DURUCHE, a 26 years. 

JOHN DURUCHE, aged 30 years. 

UNKNOWN MAN. 

** When my brothers left here,“ said John 
Beaupre, “ they first went to Michigan City. 
our mother and myseif accompanying them. 
We sailed down the east shore to Muskegon, 
where mother and [ left them. A week ago 
yesterday they left Muskegon with two 
cousins to sail back to Chicago by way of the 
east shore. I suppose when they got to St. 
Joseph they were tired and concluded to 
take a short cut across the iake. The 
Sable, the larger of their boats, had 1,200 
pounds of iron ballast, and was only 
five weeks old. It was twenty-four feet 
long. The smaller boat was called the Igo 
and was fifteen feet long. Mother and I 
thought of coming back witn them, but 
finaliy decided to take the steamer.”’ 
Mrs. Beaupre is a widow, and John, who 
is about 19 years old, is her only child left 
living by the loss of the yachts. They had 
all lived together at No. 80 Ohio street. 

Capt. Stines said that in yesterday’s gale 
the two boats would doubtless be torn apart 
and the larger yacht would go to the bottom. 


MRS. JEWETT’S SEAKCH FOR MONEY. 


Judge Horton Trying to Straighten Out 
the Business of T. M. Baxter & Co. 

Judge Horton appointed Daniel F. Danforth 
to collect Outstanding accounts of the firm of 
T. M. Baxter & Co., and Stewart L. Moore 
was selected to take charge of the copartner- 
ship, subject to inspection by either Mrs. 
Jennie M. Jewett or Thomas M. Baxter, the 
partners. Mrs. Jewett began suit against 
Baxter afew days ago for an accounting. 
Yesterday she applied for a receiver 
to close the business of the firm 
of T. M. Baxter & Co., in which she be- 
came a partner, as sbe claims, July 1, 1887, 
putting $10,000 into the concern. The firm 
deais in grain, etc.. in a commission business 
on the Board of Trade. Mr. Baxter’s partner 
complains she has not drawn out the 
big profits he represented to bershe would 
be able to make. “Instead she has received, 
soshe says, only $7,025, not even getting 
back her $10,000. Mrs. Jewett put Moore, an 

_@xpert accountant, to work on the books. 
Moore made affidavit that he found there. 
Was $21,000 to the firm’screditin the Corn 
Exchange and Ilhoois Trust and Savings 
Banks and that $6,800 was paid to Baxter but 
not charged onthe books. Mrs. Jewett made 
the accusation in her bill that Baxter had 

overdrawn his share of the profits $25, 000. 

As controverting Buxter’s statements to 
Mrs. Jewett that there was no profit in the 
business, Expert Moore said that between 
July 1, 1887, and April 1. 1890, there were 
bought by Baxter on behalf of the firm 120,- 
000,000 bushels of grain and 119,000 barrels of 
pork, but that he (Moore) could not find any 
charge as commissions or otherwise made 
against Baxter. For che same period the 
total trading through the firm by others than 
Baxter was 240,000,000 bushels of grain and 
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on the banks tour times in the courts, is still 
threatened with trouble. The banks say 
they will finaily lana the pious seedsman in 
the penitentiary. Mr. Sykes himseif is feel- 
ing good over his most recent victory, and 18 
preparing to give bonds when the other m-

All the banks in the 
country are watching these trials, which in- 
voive more than the mere matter of sending 
Sykes to prison for fraud. The broader ques- 
tion is: Can warehousemen issue receipts 
for grain which is not really in their houses? 
It is of great importance to banks, for they 
constantly.lend money on warehouse receipts. 
They would like to find out whether the Iili- 
nois law on the subject amounts to anything. 
Sykes is not entitiea to much sympathy, for 
he went about the business systemuticully.”’

There are other indictments still out 
against Sykes. For satety, when the valid- 
ity of the law permitting the Merchants’ 
Loan and Trust company to change its name 
was first discussed, we bad Sykes indicted 
for defrauding the bank under its old title. 

bese indictments still hold, and so do others 
brought in — him for obtaining $22,000 
from the Hide and Leather Bank by spurious 
certificates. The State’s-Attorney will push 
these and on them we hope to obtain another 
conviction and one that will hold in the Su- 
preme Court. Mr ‘Longenecker is satisfied 
that the indictments are good.“ 

Mr. Gray of the Hide and Leather and Mr. 
Smith of the Merchants’ expressed contidence 
of the ultimate punishment of etne seedsman. 
One of the indictments was returned in 1887 

the other in 1889. It is probable that 
Sykes’ fifth trial will be based on the latter, 
which charges him with getting money from 
the Merchants’ Loan and Trust company. 
That will occurin September, the State’s- 
Attorney says. If“ not Sykes will be a 
defendant with the Hide and Leather Bank 
as prosecuting witness. Sykes’ lawyer, 
Sleeper,;who has stood by him through ali the 
trials, says he will pull him through again by 
means of the statute of limitations. Mr. 
Sieeper writes as follows: 

Editor of The Tribune: In the account of the 
fourth trial of Mr. Sykes, given in your paver 
this morning, Judge Coilins is reported as saying 
to Mr. Stone: But I must say { never could 
see why the Supreme Court made that decision.“ 
I am sure your reporter, who was in court, would 
not intentionally do Judge Collins injustice, I 
heard the remarks of the Judge to Mr. Stone, 
The State contended, among other things, that 
the order remanding the case for further pro- 
ceedings, included fn those further proceedings 
the presentation by the grand jury of a new in- 
dictment, curing the defect of misnomer and 
variance in consequence of it; that the new in- 
dictment was a continuance of the old and oper- 
ated as an amendment of it. and that the offenses 
charged in each were the same. Judge Collins 
held against both propositions and directed the 
jury to render a verdict of acquittal, because 
the new indictment was not foundand presented 
within three years next after commission of the 
crime. Then it was that the colloquy between 
the Judge and Mr. Stone took place. Mr. Stone 
asked the Judge: “ Why did the Supreme Court 
remand the cause for further proceedings!“ 
Judge Collins replied: I do not know; I never 
could see why it did.“ I think it fair to Judge 
Collins that the mistake should be corrected, 
and that be should not by such mistake be repre- 
sented as saying that he could not see why the 
Supreme Court gave that opinion.

NU ADVANCE IN BINDING TWINE, 


The Fire at Minneapolis Will Not Affect 
' the Market Elsewhere. 

“‘There is nothing in the report that the 
fire at Minneapolis will raise the price of 
binding twine,” said James H. Chan- 
non, the cordage dealer, yesterday. 
“The dispatches were all wrong,” he 
continued, “and the statement regarding 
the amount of twine destroyed in the fire 
Was very inaccurate. Instead of there being 
565 tons burned there were 1,000 tons de- 
stroyed. The National Cordage com- 
pany owned 565 tons, the Wa- 
terbury company 240 tons, and 
Wilham Deering 160 tons. The total con- 
sumption of binding twine for the season 
will be 60,000 tons. The destruction of 1,000 
tons will have no effect except perhaps in 
this way: If any one should go to Minneapo- 
lis now end ask to buy twine the price 
would probably be raised one cent, for tne 
local deaiers are no doubt short of supplies. 
It will only take a few days to 
stock the market again from tne 
East. Sisal binding twine is now 
worth 134¢ cents, sisal and manilla mixed 
is selling for 1444, and pure manilla for 
1556. It is folly to suppose that a little ware- 
house at Minneapolis has anything to do with 
the price of twine. Harvesting will not be- 
gin in that country for two or 
three weeks, and that will give 
the dealers an opportunity of 
replenishing their stock at tne prevailing 
prices. There is jute twine that can be 
bought for 11 cents, ana there is no limit to 
this supply. All the talk about a Twine Trust 
is based on the action of the National Cord- 
age company, that buys up all the hemp in 
the United States and Canada. As binding 
twine is not made of hemp it is a pretty hard 
matter to corner ths market.“ 


DRIVER JOHN KHER?r iN HANDCUFES 


Officials Say They Can Prove Him Guilty of 
the Express Robbery. 


A stoutly-built, smooth-faced young man 
was ushered into State’s Attorney Longe- 
neckers’ offise late yesterday afternoon. The 
most marked feature of his wearing apparel 
was a pair of strong steel handcuffs. He 
was John Ehert, the driver, whois charged 
with planning and executing the bold rob-

SCORCHED ON LAKE ERIE.

The Crew of Fourteen Men and Two 
Women and Two Lady Passengers 
Escaped to One of Her Consorts— 
London Licyd’s Caught by a Heavy 
Collision Loss on the City of De- 
troit— The Loss on the Stranded 
Windsor Very Heavy. 

Burra, N. V., July 17.—(|Special.]—This 
time it was the Isaac May. The old Canadian 
steamer lies tied up just above the foot of Wash- 
mgton street, with its after-half burned toa 
scrap heap. The. engine and boilers are 
laid bare and the hull to the 
rearof the main masts badly scorched. The 
story of the disaster is as follows: About 4 
a.m Wednesday the May was going up the 
lake with the barges Muskoka, Waubaushene. 
and Cavalier in tow. All were light, bound 
for Georgian Bay after lumber. When nearly 
abreast of Port Stanley the May took fire io 
one of its coal bunkers and was almost im- 
mediately a sheet of flame aft. Capt. Mun 
gan soon saw that there was no use to 
fight the flames, and the, crew took to 
a boat ana went aboard one of the barges. 
Just then the propeller Saranac of the Lehigh 
line came along. and, draw up to the wind- 
ward, set to work with two of hose to put 
out the fire. 

“T had no idea that it could be done,” said 
Capt. Mul gan, but Capt. Todd knew how to 
handle the fire and he soon had it under con- 
trol.“ 

The Saranac then took the May in tow, and 
brought the wreck to Buffalo, reaching here 
Wednesday dight. The May does not.leak, but 
is so badly burned that its value is a pretty 
small quantity.

The 
steamers of the Detroit and Cleveland Steam 
Navigation company, owning the City of Detroit, 
are insured in London Lloyds against collision 
liability, and if compelled to pay for the Kasota 
the underwriters will reimburse the company. 

The underground insurance done in London 
Lioyd’s last spring is proving disastrous to the 
London underwriters, who seized a —2 1 —5 
tion of lake insurance through New York 
brokers without regard to State laws. 
Their first heavy loss was on 
the Tioga, and now comes the City of Detroit. 
All the premiums on theirlake business are 
more than swallowed up by these two losses, and 
the season is not yet half over. 

If the underwriters on London Lloyd's pay all 
these calls on them without a vrotest it will be 
somewhat remarkable. If they refuse to pay 
suit must be brought in English courts, 


Advance lu Prices Holds Freights Steady. 

Freights yesterday held steady on the basis of 
2% cents for wheat, 2 cents for corn, and 1% 
cents for oats to Buffalo.

He en- 
listed in the Sixty-ninth New York, and his abil- 
ities soon brought him promotion. He 
was pilot and Master of Transporta- 
tion for the Army of the Potomac, and 
commanded the steamer that carried 
President Lincoln to the peace conference at 
Fortress Monroe. After the war he was for six 
years Supervising Steamboat Inspector at New 
York. He came to the lakes in 1876. In 1882 he 
sailed the steamer H. E. Packer. For the last 
five years he was here with Wick & Co. 1n an im- 
portant position. Capt. Bradford during the last 
three or four winters has conducted navigation 
schools at Buffalo and Cleveland.

Turn is steady investment business of 
small extent being done at the Chicago Stock 


. Exchange, but the tight money market has 
throttied the speculative business. The New 


York market stili lags and its only feature 
1s duliness. New York exchange was 123 
to 40 cents discount. Sterling rates were 
sligntly firmer.—The Chicago produce mar- 
kets were irregular. Oats were much 
stronger, corn ranged higher on poor crop 
news from the Northwest, and’ wheat ad- 
vanced g cent on reduced crop estimates, 
but fell back. Pork was heavy. As com- 
pared with Wednesday pork closed 15 cents 
lower, lard and ribs firm, wheat a shade 
lower, corn and oats % cent higher, rye 
weak, bariey unchanged, and flaxseeds }<¢ 
cent lower. 


Tun demand has been made by some papers 
in California that Nevada shall be relegated 
to the list of Territories, because the census 
will show that ithas not sufficient popula- 
tion to satisfy the requirements of a State. 
Unfortunately, however, the Constitution 
provides no method for accomplishing this 
object. Once a State, always a State. It is 
easy enough to make a Territory into a State, 

but there is no way in our political economy 
to turn a State back into a Territory. The 
relief for decadent Nevada, when tle proper 
time comes, will be to annex Utah to it. This 
would not only increase its area and re- 
sources, but also its population to a respecta- 
ble figure, and at the same time would go 
far toward throttling Mormonism. The 
- same plan should be followed in the case of 
New Mexico and Arizona. 


As micut have been expected, the Spanish 
Legation at Washington utteriy repudiates 
the pretended Spanish Commissioners as ad- 
venturers and laughs at the idea that Cuba 
is for sale to this country at $200,000,000. The 


story was probably but a repetition of one of 


the many canards which have been set afloat 
in the past. But whether true or not, the 
matter, as Toots would say, Was of no conse- 
quence. The price is absurd for an orange so 
well squeezed as Cuba. There is no desire on 
tne part of the people of this country to an- 
nex Cuba. A protectorate and reciprocal 
trade would be of morevaiue tous. The sale 
might be good thing for the Spaniards, if 
they are hard up, but a great deal of mission- 
ary work will have to be done in Cuba before 
she will be fitto become an American Ter- 
ritory or State. 


Ex-Atp. Dempsry of New York, the 
last of the Broadway surface boodlers, re- 
turned to that city a day or two ago and was 
admitted to bail, and thus ends the record of | 
the scandal. The District-Attorney breeziiy 
announces that he will try the boodlers next 
October, but of course this is all talk. The 
boodie cases practically are settled in tavor 
of the men who took Sharp’s money or 
offered to take it and were cheated out of it 
by Sharp’s go-betweens. One or two of the 
latter indeed are preparing to sue the inter- 
mediaries to recover their bribes! Dempsey 
is now on his native heath and will not be 
lonely any longer. So far as the effects 
of this disgraceful failure of justice 
are concerned the New York Times 
aptly says: “Ifa promoter should desire 
“alike favor of the present or a future 
“Board of Aldermen the lesson of that 
“scandal would be that more precautions 
“should be taken and that the Aldermen 
“should charge higher to cover the in- 
“creased risk.

an extraordinary amount of capital, and they 
form much the most risky kind of invest- 
ment. Many of them are confessedly specu- 
lative in character, and some of them are re- 
sponsible for companies of the poorest class, 
while the process of interlocking among 
them appears already to have been carried 
so far that the failure of one must cause 
trouble to the rest. This tendency has 
deen noted recently by more than one of the | 
home journals, and so much attention called 
to it that it is reasonable to expect a little 
more conservatism in the future. 


BaLTIMoRE has been experimenting with 
high license to its great satisfaction. A year 
ago it raised the license tax from §50 to $250, 


proposed to have the next Legisiature raise 
it to $500. Under the low license there were 
2,700 saloons in the city; now there are but 
1,800, and the 900 which have been .stip- 
pressed were the worst in the city. Under 
the old system there was no scrutiny of the 
character of applicants for licenses. The 
new system has weeded out the tough places 
and the brewers and wholesale dealers are 
correspondingly satisfied, as they lose an un- 
desirable class of customers. Meanwhile the 
volume of crime has diminished. If ‘all this 
can be accomplished with a $250 license still 
greater results may be anticipated when the 
tax is doubled, and even then Baltimore will 
not have genuine hign license. 


THE COUNCIL FAVORS JACKSON PARK, 
The World’s Fair Directors tendered to the 
National Commission a site at Jackson Park, 
with a gateway on the Lake-Front. The 
Council, disapproving of this because it 
wished the whole Fair to be held at Jackson 
Park, within the one inclosure, refuses to let 
the Lake-Front be used for Fair purposes. 
But as the Aldermen did not wish to wound 
the feelings of the directors or lower them 
in the estimation of the National Commission 
they did not refuse plumply the use of the 
land asked for, but geanted it coupled’ with 
conditions which it is impossible for the di- 
rectors to accept. 

The Council offered to grant to the direct- 
ors the use of fifty acres of dry land and of 
100 acres now covered by water from ten to 
twenty feet deep. The directors are required 
to fill and pile this 100 acres and are to agree 
never to ask the city or any park or town to 
refund what it will cost. When the Exposi- 
uon is over this made land is to be the prop- 
erty of the city, which wil! thus acquire mill- 
10ns of real estate without paying a cent for 
it. A person reading this ordinance, if igno- 
rant of what the Council was driving at, 
would either denounce it as a dlow 
leveled at the Fair or as an attempt 
unworthy of a great city to force 
& private corporation, at its own ex- 
pense, to make an improvement which would 
be of great and permanent value to the 
municipality. He would accuse the Alder- 
men of being narrow-minded, greedy, grasp- 
ing, extoruonate legislators. But he would 
be wrong. Thisisonly the roundabout way 
the Council, as the representative of the 
citizens of Chicago, has of letting down the 
Fair directors easily, and saying to ail 
parties concerned: We want the Fair at 
Jackson Park, and we deem it our duty to 
veto tne holding of any part of it anywhere 
else.“ 

This sentiment is more strongly expressed 
by West Side Aldermen than by those of any 
other division. Following is the vote by 
which Ald. Kent’s amendment that the 
directors must use 150 acres of the Lake- 
Front (which would necessitate transform- 
ing 100 acres of water into land) was passed:

The names of West Side Aldermen are in 
italics. It will be seen that twenty of them 
voted for Jackson Park anc four for the 
Lake-Front. Only afew weeks ago mass- 


where eloquent orators demanded that the 
Fair be held either at Garfield Park or on 
the Lake-Front, and swore in the name of 
the 600.000 West-Siders that the Fair should 
never, never go to Jackson Park. Where 
are those orators now, where are the com- 
mittees that were appointed and the fiery 
resolutions that were adopted?! The West 
Side Aldermen say their constituents are a 
unit for Jackson Park, and the Aldermen 
who mix with the people and sometimes mix 
drinks for the people ought to know. 

So it is settled that the Fair is to be at 
Jackson Park, with no Lake-Front gateway. 
The Council has said so, and so it must be. 
The property-owners on Michigan avenue 
need not begin injunction suits, for gheir un- 
obstructed view will not be menaced. The 
tramps can sleep unmolested through the 
summer nights on the grass of the Lake- 
Front. The West Side Aidermen, rising su- 
perior to petty sectional jealousies, have pro- 
nounced in favor of Jackson Park.

THE LOTTERY AND CONGRESS. 

The Postmaster-General in his first annual 
report asked Congress for legislation which 
would enable him to forbid lotteries and 
other unlawful enterprises of that kind the 
use of the mails. In response to his request 
five bills were introduced speedily in the 
House. The first two were brought torward 
by Mr. Browne of Virginia. One of them 
prohibits under heavy penalties the mailing 
of newspapers and other publications con- 
taining lottery advertisements, and the 
other extends the present statute against 
fraudulent lotteries. to lotteries of all kinds. 
The third bili was introduced by Mr. Bing- 
ham of Pennusyivania.. It éxcludes from the 
mails all letters and circulars concern- 
ing lotteries, makes their mailing “a 
continuous offense from the piace of mail- 
ing to and including the place of delivery,“ 
conters jurisdiction upon all Federai Judges 
along the route of such letters, and author- 
izes Postmasters to return money in letters 
addressed to lottery companies. About the 
same time Mr. Blount of Georgia introduced 
a bill forpidding the use of the mails to all 
lottery enterprises. The fifth bill was intro- 
duced by Mr. Hansbrough of North Dakota 
and is similar in terms to the Bingham bill. 

Four of these bills were introduced last 
December, the fifth in April last. Four of 
them, therefore, have been in the hands of 
the House Postal Committee nearly eight 
months and one of them nearly fuur. Nore- 
port has been made upon them. No progress 
has been made with any one of them. 
Not one of them ever has deen 
considered. While the whole country 
has been excited over the lottery contest in 
Louisiana and watched the struggle with 
painful interest, these bills sve gathered 
dust in the pigeon holes of the subcommities 
and the committee itself has manifested the 
utmost indifference to them, although the 
press of the country for three months past 
| has urged it to bring them before the House 

for action. This certainly is a most excep- 
tional situation and one that cails for a spe- 
cific explar ation. In the absence of any 
other intelligent reason for this long con- 
tinued indifference of the committee it is 
not surprising that the public has strong 
suspicions tne lottery lobby has Congress 
in its clutches and that the in- 
ducements of boodle are the _  influ- 
ences which have throttled these bills. 
The conditions which environ them are favor- 
able to these suspicions: The Washington 
correspondent of the New York Zvening Post 
says: Unfortunately the Louisiana Lottery 
„has lobbyists in Washington who boast in 
“ private conversation that they are always 
“sure of success. The local atmosphere is 
**fayorable to them moreover. Washington 
“is a town fullof lottery patrons, agents for 
“the sale of tickets are as thick as black- 
“ berries, and the local newspapers derive a 
“handsome income from advertising the 
% drawings.“ The clerks in tke various de- 
partments are among the lottery’s best cus- 
tomers. The printing of the drawings and the 
addressing of the company’s envelopes for 
all that section of country are done in Wash- 
ington, Clerks in the Post-Office Depart- 
ment do extra work tor tne lottery 
sharks and are well paid. The Chief 
Inspector is responsibie for the statement 
that clerks in the Washington Post-Office are 
subsidized with lottery tickets. Washington 
is the largest branch office of the lottery in 
the United States. Its lobby there is the 
most numerous and powerful, and its attor- 
neys are alert, active men. Putting this and 
that together if is not surprising that the 
public, when it finds that no report can be 
had upon anti-lottery bills which have been 
in the hands of the committee for nearly 
‘eight months, jumps to the conclusion that 
corrupt and demoralizing influences are at 
work, It is time that Mr. Bingham, the 

Chairman of the committee, who declines 
to have any mecting or to consider 
these bills, shouid rise ana explain his con- 
duct. It is time that the majority of the 
committee should compel action of some 
kind. It is time that ine House itself should 
call upon its committee for a report. The 
' public is in earnest about this matter. It is 
not satastied that the Government should re- 
main any longer a special partner and active 
agentin this monstrous gambling institution. 
It wants legislation, and if Congress adjourns 
without it it will ask some bard questions of 
delinquent members. 


THE LAKE CITY DISASTER, 

Evidently there is need o/ a strict investi- 
gation into the circumstances attending the 
sinking of the steamer Sea Wing in Lake 
Pepin. That great calamity, perhaps the 
worst that ever occurred in the Northwest, 
cannot de dismigsed as something that could 
not be averted. The facts seem to be that the 
Captaia of the steamer with an excursion 
party on board and a barge full of people in 
tow put out from Lake City in the face of a 
rising storm ana attempted to steam up the 
Mississippi basin known as Lake Pepin. 
According toone of the accounts some of 
the passengers refused to go on the boat 
and others ‘‘ protested against the proposal 
to steam up the lake in the face of such a 
gale as was then blowing.” Owing to the 
depth of water and exposure to winds Lake 


has been the severe sc ms — 


A party of Chicagoans who made the trip to 
St. Paul recently en the big Diamond Jo“ 
‘steamer Pittsburg noticed that twice the boat 
was runin and made fast at points much less 
dangerous than Lake Pepin and during 
storms that were not unusually severe. Such 
is the rule with the of the regular 
passenger boats, and it would seem that the 
master of the little raft-boat steamer Sea 
Wing violated a well-known usage and pre- 
caution among river men when he put out 
from à thoroughly safe ‘harbor into Lake 
Pepin in the face of a bad storm and with 
his boat heavily loaded with passengers and 
a crowded barge in tow. 


Speaker Reep’s critic in the North Amert- 
can /eview insiste on testing the new rule of 
the House as to counting silent members by 
pushing it toextremes. He contends that 
under this rule legisiauon may be adopted 
in the House by “a minority, however small, 
witb a sufficient number of silent members to 
make a quorum.” Supposing that Speaker 
Reed should take such a position he could not 


r 


in any way pervert the voice of the majority, 


since all that the silent members need do 
would be to vote No in order to defeat the 
bill. Heretofore members have remained 
silent because they could thereby block busi- 
ness and become more powerful than if they 
voted, but if they knew they would be 

counted tomake up a quorum they would 
have no inducement to refrain 
from voting. If they wanted to 
defeat a bill they would answer on 
the roll-call aud not lose their votes. Hence 
under the new rule it seems beyond all prob- 
ability to suppose such a case as a handful 
of men voting in the affirmative ana enough 
members to make up a quorum remaining 
silent although opposed to the measure. Yet 
if it can be believed that under such circum- 
stances che majority actually would remain 
silent although opposed to the bill and only 
a few would vote for it the Speaker surely 
would not declare it passed unless the aft: in- 
ative votes amounted to the majority of a 
quorum. Tue TRIBUNE has not understood 
Speaker Reed as claiming that under the 
new ruie bills can be passed by less than a 
majority of a quorum. It does not 
seem fair and reasonable to apply the 
new rule to affirmative votes amounting to 
less than that number. The Coustitution 
does not authorize less than a quorum to do 
any business except send for absent mem- 
bers, adjourn, or demand the yeas and nays, 
etc. A quorum being nevessary to do busi- 
ness and a majority of that number essential 
to the enactment of legislation, Speaker 
Reed’s ruling as to the counting of silent 
members would apply only when a majority 
of the quorum had voted. He would reguire 
an attendance of 166 as the House is now 
made up, and ap affirmative vote of at least 
84 to adopt a measure. If more than 


166 members were present the affirmative” 


vote must rise in proportion so as to consti- 
tute a majurity of all the members inside the 
bar of the House. 


Tae Council says to the World's Fair Board 
of Directors in the ordinance, generous even 
to prodigality, which it passed Wednesday 
nighy: Lou may use a hundred acres of 
water east of the Illinois Centra] tracks, if 
you will Gli and pile it and turn it over in good 
shape when done with it.“ The Council 
might as well have granted the directors the 
use of a hundred or any other number of 
acres in the moon, or in the interior of Africa. 
The Aldermen doubtless had been informed 
before they made this princely grant that 
the IIlinois Central had perfected its appeal 
to the Supreme Court from the decision of 
Judges Harlan and Blodgett in the Lake- 
Front case, and that the ownership of the 
land and water lots in dispute is tied up tor 
some years to come, for it will take the Su- 
preme Court three years at least to get to 
this suit. Therefore when the Aldermen 
taxe the directors to the top of the Audito- 
rium tower and pointing to the outer Larbor 
spread out before them say, “ You may have 
this if you will do what we want,“ the di- 
rectors may say with propriety, * Get ye be- 
hind us; it is not yours to give.“ 

If the Fair people were to try to dump a 
thimbleful of carth or drive a toothpick in 
the outer harbor the Illinois Central would 
ask for an injunction and the court would 
grant it, and it would stand till the owner- 
sbip of the property was settled. Nothing 
could be done without the consentof the 
railroad. But to meet that contingency the 
Council has provided that no agreement 
shali be made with the road unless it has 
been submitted first to the Aidermen. The 
terms on which the road would consent 
already have been published. The Council re- 
fused to entertain them. it doubtiess would 
refuse again, unless it could be persuaded by 
arguments sometimes used privately by cor- 
porations in dealing with legislative bodies 
to change its mind, Therefore the Council 
grants the use of some property which it 
cannot control and possession of which it 
cannot give its grantee, coupled with the 
cqndition that the grantee shall have no 
dickerings with the party whose consent is 
necessary absoluteiy to the occupation of 
the premises. No wonder the directors are 
a little taken aback by the Indian gift. 


ProMINent railroad officials are reported 
to be much exercised over the decision by 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission that 
freight rates from the Missouri River to this 
city must be reduced. They say the busfness 
cannot be done at the figures named without 
loss to the carrying companies, and that the 
commission has no legal right to force them 
to carry freignt at ruinous rates. If the first 
of these objections be groundless the other 
vanishes,,and the matter therefore resolves 
itself into the question whether or not the 
service can be performed on the basis of 12 
cents for wheat and 9 cents for corn without 
involving the relative loss gauged by inabii- 
ity to pay expenses and a fair return for the 


use of the plant. Perhaps the readiest an- 
Swer to the inquiry could be obtained from 


the records of rates previously accepted for 
that or equivalent service.

Tun Council having decided that tne whole 
Fair must be held at Jackson Park and that 
not even a booth ox a tent shall be erected on 
the Lake-Front, it behooves the great rail- 
ways which center in this city to be making 
arrangements to get as near the Fair site as 
tney can. Had the Lake-Front been used as 
the gateway, as the directors desired, much 
of the traffic would have been over the IIli- 
nois Central. The Council having vetoed 
the gateway it will be more split up among 
the different roads. Some of the lines run so 
near Jackson Park that short spur tracks 
will take them tnere. Others are farther 
away, but yet ought to be able to make ar- 
rangements by which they can reach the 
Fair. Since there will beso many striv- 
ing to reach the same goal there 
ought to be some unity of action, so 
that there need not be a separate 
track tor each line but that several may use 
the same one. Otherwise the land just west 
of the park would be paved with steel rails. 
The present means of transportation are ad- 
mittedly insufficient. They do not much 
more than meet the needs of the residents 
of the city. There must be additional facili- 
ties so that the people of the West Side can 
reach the Fair without having to cross over 
to a depot on the South Side. It can be done 
with ease if the roads will begin studying on 
the question in good time: They will haveto 
go to the Council to get the rigut of way, and 
railroad managers know that that body is 
sometimes very slow about acting on their 
ordinances. A plan should be prepared at 
once for submission to the directors and the 
National Commission. With what the roads 
candoif they choose and with what can be 
done by the water route the enormous 
crowds which will visit the Exposition cun 
be taken to and from it without the least 
crowding or delay. But the preliminary work 
should begin at once. 


ANOTHER sensible decision on the original 
package question has been announced by 
Judge Foster of the United States District 
Court in Kansas, His ruling is stated as fol- 
lows: 


He refused to grant the writ of habeas corpus 
asked for by Frank C. McGuire of Lyons, Kas. 
agent for a wholesale liquor house, and remanded 
him back to the Sheriff of Rice County. McGuire 
had received a wooden box securely named and 
containing fifty bottles of whisky, each bottle 
tied up in a pasteboard box. He opened the box 
and sold a number of bottles, was arrested, tried 
before a Justice, and sentenced to spend 105 days. 
in jail. His attorney applied for the writ before 
Judge Foster. Juage Foster was of the opinion 
that McGuire broke the original package im 
4j. the large box and sold in other than 
Original packages. 


According to this interpretation the priv- 
ilege of inter-State commerce in liquor can- 
not be used in any way to screen the saloon 
traffic or retail vending of liquors from the 
operation of State laws of prohibiuon or high 
license. The utmost that the commerce 
clause of the Constitution secures is the right 
to import for use, but not for sale—at least 
not in any other way thanin the “ original 
package.“ If, as is likely, other courts would 
follow Judge Foster’s ruling there would be 
no need of further legislation by Congress. 
The Federal authorities would refuse simply 
to give any protection whatever to retail 
liquor venders and the States could hold 
them responsible for the violation of locai 
laws. The Original Package bili in the form 
that it passed the Senate, and applying to 
intoxicating liquor only, would be merely 
declaratory of the law as already laid aown 
by Judge Foster. To make the matter plain, 
however, Congress ought to pass the bill,

Tux expedition of Stanley through Central 
Africa is already beginnine to bear fruit. 
The great explorer having traced one of the 
scources of the Nile in Mutu Nzige, a party 
has been organizea by the Commercial and 
Industrial Company of the Congo at Brussels 
to trace the scources of the latter river. To 
effect this purpose itis proposed to explore 
the three head-water tributaries of the Con- 
go to Lualaba, Luafaula, and Lukuga, the 
last named of which leads the waters of 
great Lake Tanganyika to the Congo. Ac- 
cording to the Arabs these three rivers unite 
in an inland sea called Lake Landji, out from 
which the Congo issues, a sea which white 
men never have looked upon. To find 
this lake is one of the objects of 
the exploration, which, it is estimated, will 
oecupy about a year and a half of time. The 
outcome, if successful, will be hardly of less 
importance than that of Stanley’s journey. 
The region is said to beone of astonishing 
fertility, abounding in mineral riches and a 
great variety of natural products, and so far 
elevated above tie sea as to adapt it to Euro- 
pean immigration. The announcement also is 
made from London that Lieut. Cameron 
is agitating seriously the construcuwon of a 
railroad from Sierra Leone on the west coast 
across the continent to the Nile. Evi- 
dently the grgat blanks on the map of Africa 
soon will be filled up, and its geography will 
de as familiar to the rising generation as 
that of Europe or Asia.

The program opened with the overture, 
spinning song, and sailors’ chorus from the Fly 
ing Datoenman.“ followed dy the er- 
quisite vorspiel to Lohengrin,“ and a 
set of -selections from the first act of 
the same opera, which embraced the most impor- 
tant lyric portions of the act, such as the ‘‘Swan 
Song.“ the choral greeting to Lohengrin, tho 
prayer, and the splendid ensembie which 
the act. The vorspiel, like the Tannhäuser 
overture, is unique, and certainly must have been 
aninspiration. Each of the two works referred to 
is entirely unlike anything else, and the peculiar 
features by which they are distinguished from 
all other works of the composer are of a sort 
that do not admit of imitation. In fact the opera 
of “Lohengrin” as a whole possesses a char- 
acteristic coloring which is peculiar to itself and 
is quite unlike any other operatic work. 

The second part of the program brought ex- 
amples of the composer’s later period of creative 
activity, which may properly be designated as 
his third period, to which belong Tristan,“ the 
“ Meistersinger,” the Nibelungen dramas, 
and Parsifal,“ the selections played last even- 
ing being the “Siegfried Idyl,” Voices 
of the Forest,” and the “Parsifal" 
vorspiel This vorspiel is another of the 
Wagner creations which stands quite alone. Like 
the drama to which it belongs it is full of religious 
mysticism—and perhaps for that reason has been 
longer in gaihing tne appreciation of the general 
public, which as a rule is none too ready to ap- 
proach a musical work in a spirit of real 
earnestness—to say nothing of that atti- 
tude of solemnity which this composition 
demands of one who would fully comprenend its 
significance. The Huldigungs Marsch, Album 
blatt and Meistersinger vorspiel completed the 
evening’s entertainment. The audience was 
again large—even for a Wagner night~—which 
always is sure of a good attendance,

bert and his Ministers. 

Now, this is precisely what the clerical 
newspapers do not relish. It detracts from 
the fancied importance of the Pope person- 
ally in Rome, and from their importance 
in so far as they refiect his. Finding 
it quite impossible to deny the facts as 
stated these papers say that the street 
through which Leo passed on his way home. 
although actually a public thoroughfare, 
ougbt to be considered as Vatican territory; 
and upon this Jesuitical juggling they — 
to keep up the ridiculous fiction that the Pope 
dares not venture beyond the bounds of the 
Vatican. The Jesuits are extremely irritated 
against Leo for this act, which savors of 
an assertion of personal independence. 
Their reason is that, for their ur- 
poses, the world must be deceived 
into a continued belief that tne Pope is im- 

risoned in the Vatican by the action of the 

talians and the attitude of the Government 
toward him; whereas the fact is that, what- 
ever reverence may be felt for Leo XIIL 
personally, and whatever respect may be 
paid the Roman Catholic Church by the bulk 
of Itahans when it keeps its fingers out of 
* the conduct of the Pope and his hab- 
ts of lite are a matter of perfect unconcern, 
and he might drive every day through the 
streets of Rome, exciting only à curious 
glance from the majority, a gesture of rever- 
ence from the Romanists, and all outward 
marks of respect from the State authorities. 
It is only in public questions that the Italian 
Government ever finds itseif im collision with 
the Vatican, and tne persistent efforts of the 
Jesuits to make the Romish Church and the 
Pope appear the ee of malicious persecu- 
tion are silly. A few incidents like that of 
Tuesday would soon do away with all such 
nonsense.

THE REVOLUTION IN SAN SALVADOR. 


President Menendez Said to Have Been 
Shot by the Insurgents. 

New Yor«g, July 17.—Facts in regard to 
the change of Presidents in San Salvador 
and the death of President Menendez have 
just been learned. 

June 22 the President of San Salvador was 
to review the troops stationed at the Capital 
and to give a ball in the evening in 
honor of the fifth anniversary of bis 
entering the Capital under the banner 
of the Liberal party. Everything passed 
off quietly during the day, but in the even- 
ing when the President was dancing at the 
palace the building was surrounded by troops 
and an attack made upon it. 

The President rushed to his private room 
and, seiziag his sword and pistol, ran to the 
main entrance of the palace and fired into 
the crowd of soldiers in front. He then 
stepped back and immediately fell dead into 
the arms of the attendants. The report was 
given out that he had died from a stroke of 
apoplexy brought on by excitement, but this 
assertion is denied and it is stated he was 
shot through the heart by one of the soldiers. 

Gen. Eyeta then seizea the palace and 
issued a proclamation declaring himself 
President but not mentioning his party. In 
the attack upon the palace eleven men were 
killed, among whom was Gen. Marcial, son- 
in-law of President Menerdez. The latest 
news from there is that everything is quiet. 

Gen. Eyeta, the new President, was raised 


by Menendez from the post of a petty officer 
to the Governorship of Santa Ana. 


Gen. Eyeta has a large force massed on the 


border of Guatemala, and it is believed he 
intends to invade the country. President 
Barilias of Guatemala has issued a procla- 
mation in which in speaking of the refusal 
of his Government to recognize the Eyetu 
rule he says that the order of things in Sal- 
vador is fit only for the dark ages and is a 
menace to the other republics of the isthmus.

Three representative members of the Seneca 
tribe of Indians of New York are in the city 
for the purpose of urging Congress not to 
grant re-leases for a period of ninety-nine 
years from 1892 to white people who are on 
the Allegheny Reservation. President An- 
drew John Jr., Lester Bishop, a member of 
the Council, and Harrison Haiftown, a lawyer 
of the Seneca Nation, comprise the delega- 
tion, and all are splendid specimens of the 
red men of the famous Six Nations. President 
John, in his business suit of some dark ma- 
terial, with a loose sack-coat, blue polka-dot 
flannel shirt, and mopping his head indus- 
triously witb a handkerchief which harmo- 
nized with his shirt, is a very intelligent rep- 
resentative of his race and created a good 
impression as he sat in the House Committee 
room on indian Affairs at the Capitol detail- 
ing his grievances tothe members of the 
subcommittee. 

The members of the Seneca Nation, 1,500 
souls in all, he declared, are opposed to the 
proposition, which is unconstitutional, and 
the treaty with the Six Nations guaranteed 
that they should not be disturpea. Ac- 
cording to the delegation tne survivors of 
the Six Nations, the Cayugas, Onondagas, 
Oneidas, St. Regis, Senecas, and Tuscaroras, 
number upward of 5,000 peopie, and are en- 
lightened and civilized as far as such a thing 
is possible. They have adopted the garb of 
their white brethren, and are equally adept 
in driving bargains, whether for cattle, com- 
forts of life, or in real estate. 

Our crops are excellent,“ remarked Pres- 
ident John, who is proud of the fact that he 
was elected to his position the same as the 
President of the United States. The Iudi- 
ans in New York are prosperous and im- 
proving daily in their intercourse with the 
whites. But we don’t want treaty 
obligations violated, and are only 
asking to be settled in our 
3 guaranteed to us by the Constitution 
of the United States. Our people ceded 
territory to the British as far west as Ten- 
nessee, and after the Revolutionary War we 
were confirmed in our tities to property east 
of a line drawn through Pennsylvania. All 
that we desire now is to be left alone and ai- 
lowed to manage our business affairs to suit 
ourselves, an uadertaking which we have

He adupts the 
definition of original package that is 
used in the Tariff law in describing how fer- 
mented, distilled, or other intoxicating 
liquors may be imported into the United 
States, and applying it to commerce between 
the States, provides that original packages 
of 1iquors may be imported into any State, 
but when once within a State the sale of the 
article is made subject to reasonable police 
reguiauons of such State.

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| ASSESSMENTS TOO HIGH. 


8O SAY STOCKHOLDERS OF THE HOUs- 
TON AND TEXAS CENTRAL. 


It Is Placed at $71.40 by a Decision of 
the Court—Claimed to Be Unjast—It Is 
Reported that a Receiver for the Sugar 
Trust Is to Be Appointed—Under the 
Control of the Ceurts—Other Metropol- 
itan News. 


New York, July 17.—[Special.]|—The Con- 
tral Trust company, by a decision of Judge 
O’Brien made May 14, was required to re- 
examine the question of how much of an 
assessment the stockhoiders of the Houston 
and Texas Central railway snail pay to en- 
title them to stock in the reorganized 
corporation. The trust company first of 
all made an assessment of $73 a 
share, which it was declared was part of a 
scheme of C. P. Huntington to freeze out 
the stockholders and grab the road, as so 
heavy an assessment was practically a con- 
fiscation of the stockhoiders’ richts. Now, 
having gone over the ground again, the trust 
company comes out with a statement that it 
fixes the assessment at $71.40 per share. 

Michaei Gernsheim was leader of the party 
that fought the inequitabie assessment, and 
from what his firm said today there is little 
chance that the new plan will prove accept- 
able. They declared-that they did not recog- 
nize the new assessment as a fulfilment of 
the court’s order. 

The decision of the court was that the 
other assessment had not been reached by 
any process of scrutiny into tne affairs 
of the road but was fixed arbitrarily. 
There was nothing to convey the impression 
that the court thought the assessment too 
high, but this is a point that may now be 
made. The $73 business was everywhere 
recognized as unjust. It is not likely that

RUMORS ABOUT THE SUGAR TRUST. 


It Is Said That a Recsiver Is to Be Ap- 
pointed. 

New York, July 17.—(Special.|—Rumors 
in Sugar Trust matters are numerous in Wall 
street. The latest one which has been 
worked through the Wall street news agen- 
cles was that a receivership is :mminent. It 
Was stated that the contemplated reorganiza- 
tion was meeting with such serious opposi- 
tion that no other course was possible. Asa 
matter of fact, while tbese unfavorable 
rumors were being industriously circulated 
On the street, preparation for a reorganiza- 
tion on a plan which will prevent the sacri- 
fice of any part of the property of the trust 
or loss of value to the holders of trust cer- 
tificates was going on. 

The Attorney-General agreed to suspend 
proceedings against tne trust for the pres- 
ent, and gave the sugar magnates time to 
carry out this arrangement. Gen. Roger A. 
Pryor said today that it will prevent driving 
the sugar business outside of the State and 
the loss to the laboring ple and to the 
many other industries which are connected 
with sugar-refining. It would also avoid tne 
expense of winding up the affairs and the 
big rise in sugar that would follow the cios- 
ing of the refineries. 

W hile no details of the new pldn have been 


disclosed, Gen. Pryor said that 3 victory 


had been won by the retention of the refin- 
ing industry within the State and subject to 
our laws governing corporations. If at any 
time it appears that the new company which 
is formed is being run to oppress the people 
and to extort money from them in excess of 
legitimate profits the whole concern can be 
taken in hand and kept under control. 


BONDHOLDERS ARE INDIGNANT. 


Investigation tu Be Made inte the Affairs 

New Lonk. July 17.— [Special. Bond- 
holders representing an investment of about 
$1,500,000 in the San Antonio and Arkansas 
Passenger railway, the management of which 
has contrived to bankrupt the road, held a 
mild sort of indignation meeting at the 
office of the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
company, trustee of the mortgage, today. 
The consensus of opinion was that money 
belonging to the stockholders had been will- 
fuliy diverted from them and spent on ex- 
tensions of the road. The placing of the 
company’s affairs in the hands of 
a receiver favorable to the manage- 
ment seemed part of a plan to further 
defraud the bondholders and spend their 
money on further improving the property. 
As a result of the meeting a resolution was 
passed requesting the Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust company to make a thorough investi- 
gation into the cause of tne default.

DEATH OF AN OLD ARMY OFFICER. 


Gen. Daniel T. Van Buren Dies at Piain- 
Held, N. J. 

New Tonk, July 17.— [Special. I— Gen. 
Daniel T. Van Buren died at his home in 
Piainfieid, N. J., early this morning in the 
67th year of his age. He had suffered greatly 
from heart trouble, which was greatly aggra- 
vated by the violent death of hisson Frank 
a year ago. Gen. Van Buren was a son of 
the well-known jurist, Judge Van Buren of 
Kingstown, N. Y. He entered the West 
Point Military Academy in 1843 and was 
graduated in 1847, ranking No. 6 in a ciass of 
thirty-eight men. He was made a Second 
Lieutenant in the Second Artillery on gradu- 
ation, and served in the Mexican war. Feb. 
14, 1849, he was commissioned First Lieuten- 
ant. He was on the coast survey, resigning 
from the army March 31, 1855. 

Gen. Van Buren entered the Union service 
immediately after the outbreak of the Civil 
War and was Captain of Engineers, Twen- 
tieth New York Militia, and afterwards Chief 
of staff of Maj-Gen. John A. Dix. Later he 
was Assistant Adjutant-General on the staff 
of Maj.-Gen. Hooker. March 13, 1865, he was 
brevetted Brigadier-General of United States 
volunteers for faithful and meritorious serv- 
ices during the Rebellion and was mustered 
out of the service March 20, 1866. After that 
ai was engaged as a surveyor and civil en- 

neer. ä

So it is in the Mor- 
mon Church that when a member comes into 
possession of a farm he must deed it to the 
Order, or Enoch, ana the church then owns 
it.

Arthur Tillingdale, an English writer who 

has lived in almost every known country, is 
at the Richelieu. As he recently came from 
China be is interested in the statements of 
the Chinese Minister Tsui, published a few 
days ago. 
In that interview,“ said Mr. Tillingdale, 
“tne Minister is reported as saying that 
China will retaliave for the Exclusion act on 
Americans living in China. This shows we 
Minister’s lack of knowiedge of the inequai- 
ities of the relations of the two nations. 
China has sent something like 100,000 laborers 
to the Unitea States while America has sent 
only 500 merchants to the Celestial Kingdom 
ana the latter are exclusively engaged in 
foreign trade. In no sense are they competi- 
tors with the Chinese. They are buyers 
from the Chinese and are finding markets 
for we products of Chinese labor. Ameri- 
cans are there as customers, competing with 
other buyers, and consequently raising the 
price of Chinese products. Ihe Chinese are in 
this country to lower tne price of labor. There 
is a great difference between the Cainese in 
America and the Americans in China, thougn 
both are in the respective countries to make 
money. Every seaport and almost every in- 
dustry in this country is open to the Chinese, 
but in China lew seaports are open to Amer- 
icans and they are compelied to live in cer- 
tain sections of only atew cities. You send 
over oniy the best representatives of your 
commercial class, and they are treated by the 
masses as the cooly is treated by the Ameri- 
cans. The two countries should be placed on 
exactly reciprocal relauons, and if Minister 
Tsui was well informed he would probably 
advise this. There is one criticism, 
though, that 1 want to speak ot, 
and that is the thoughtless way in which 
Americans as a rule treat the polished Chi- 
nese gentleman. He is treated here as the 
cooiies are. One of the Chinese diplomats 
came over in the steamer with me about a 
year ago. There were a number of young 
Americans on the boat and they addressed 
the queer-looking foreigner as ‘John,’ and 
pokea all sorts of fun at him. They ad- 
dressed him in pigeon English, when in fact 
tue diplomat spoke six languages fluently, 
and was a student that any land would be 
proud of. China and the Chinese should not 
be judged by the coolies. Such lack of dis- 
crimination is certainly in poor taste.“

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INQUEST IN THE CASE OF THE sSTEAM- 
BOAT TIOGA’S VICTIMS, 


Proof That Naphtha and Other Explosives 
Were Shipped Under False Representa- 
tions—An Effort Made te Show That 
the Genesee Ol Company Was Kespon- 
sible for the Disaster—Facts Gieaned 
from the Freight Biils—More Witnesses 
to Examind. 


There were startling developments yester- 
day at the inguest on tne victims of the 
Tioga disaster. It was proven beyond doubt 
that the explosion which cost over a score of 
human lives was caused by the shipment of 
naphtha and kerosene as refined oil, contrary 
to the statutes of the Unitea States, and, it 
is claimed, without the koowleage of the 
carrier, the Union Steamboat company. 

The inquest began at 10 o’clock a. m. in 
Judge Driggs’ court-room, a large audience, 
well sprinkled with colored people, being 
present. There was quite an array of legal 
talent, including Edmund Furthmann and 
D. M. Munn, who have been retained on 
| behalf of the estates of four or five of the 
1 victims; Messers. Schuyler and Kremer, for 
the Union Steamboat company; Mesers. 
Swift and Campbell and Luther Laflin Mills, 
for the Genesee Oil company, and Attorney 
John Qualey, who is said to be retained, with 
Mr. Forrest, with a view to a criminal prose- 
cution,” 

Mr. Davis ef the United States District- 
Attorney’s office was also present, Coroner 
Hertz having notified Mr. Milchrist that te 
testimony would probably show a violation 
of Sec. 4,475 of the Revised United States 


and kerosene, shall be plainly marked by 
name or description when transported. 
The penalty under the statute is 
a fine not exceeding $5,000 or imprisonment 
not exceeding ten years.

The officers and employés of the Union

The jury seems to be a capable and intelli- 
gent one. It consists of James V. Burke, 
foreman; Hugh Naughton, John Free, Joseph 
Lammers, G. B. Weston, and W. C. D. Gil- 
lespie. The foreman and Juror Gillespie are 
experienced engineers. 

The morning session Was consumed in 
hearing the testimony of those who had

City Oil Inspector, was put on the stand and

of the steamer Tioga. He fund that eight 
barrels contained naphtha; four contained 
“carbon oil,” or kerosene; two contained 
lubricating oil, and the last one contained an 
unfamiliar mixture which the witness could 
not name. Twelve of the fifteen barrels, he 
said, contained highly explosive fluids. 

Tue agent of the steamboat company, Mr. 
Morford, had told the witness that there had 
been 320 barrels of oil on the Tioga. Some of 
these were marked Diamond B.“ 

: „ What did that mark indicate“ asked 
3 the coroner. 

Several times in my inspections I have 
found it to indicate napntha—in shipments by 
the Genesee «Oil company of Buffalo,“ 
answered Praeger. 

„Diamond B' means naphtha then?” asked 
43 Foreman Burke. 

8 „It is considered immaterial what the 
markings are in our work. We go by the ex- 
aminawon of the contents.” 

Praeger was recalied later to state whether 
ne had received information before the dis- 
aster that there was a likelihood of kero- 
gene oil of extra W geo carried across 
the lake to this city.“ e answered that he 
had. On request the jury excused him from 
revealing the name of his informant. 

From the Steamboat Company.

Phelps said he had never known this to oc- 
cur, but he had often seen barrels of oil 
dropped accidentally and spilt on board, and 
no explosion had resulted. 

The Lamps in the Hold. 


Before the next witness, James Jackson, 
the mate, began his testimony, tne witnesses 


who were to follow were exciud- 
ed trom the room at the request 
of the jury. The matter of the 


lamps which were taken into the hold was 
ne Pena subject on which the testimony 
d t thereafter. 

Jackson described the lamps used, and said 
he had never known one of them to explode. 
They were filled with a mixture of lard-oil 
and kerosene. 

Mr. Hebbard was recalled to testify that 
the Union Steamboat company had often 
carried cargoes of oil before, and that up to 
three years ago all boats went to Cleveland, 
O., for their loads, about 75 per cent of which 
consisted of oil. 

Stewart H. Moore, Government inspector 
of steam vesseis for the district of Chicago, 
testi ned that he was familiar with the steam- 
er Tioga and that he considered hold No. 5a 
safe place to carry oil. It was as cool as any 
place on the vessel. 

Peter Kinsella, a stevedore, told the story 
of the explosion. 

William Palmer, the porter who carried the 
lamps into hold No. 5, had stage fright’’ 
and tremblea when put on the 
stand. Hesaid he had placed four globe 
lamps and two triangle lamps about four feet 
from the hatchway. They were filled with 
“signal oul.” He never known them to 
leak or to explode. 

John Mayberry, chief engineer of the 
Tioga, testified to the proximity of the en- 
gine-room and boilers to hold No. 5 and as 
to the probable temperature of the hold. 

B. B. Turner, a boss stevedore, described 
the method of unioading oil from 
the boat, and related a case 
where a boat had been burned at Milwaukee 
by a barrel of oil falling and knocking over 
a light. 

The inquest was adjourned until 10 o’clock 
this morning, when a number of new wit- 
nesses will examined, including the 
checking clerk for the Union Steamboat 
company at Buffalo, who has been tele- 
graphed for.

THE HOUSE PASSES THE LAND-GRANT 
' FORFEITURE BILL, 


By Its Terms Over Five Million Acres of 
Land Are Restored to the Public Do- 
main—Mr. Bynum Insists on Patting in 
the Record the Story of the Cannon- 
Houk Episode—A Breezy Discussion— 
Arid Lands Discussed by the Senate. 


Wasuineron, D. C., July 17.—Immediately 
after the reading of the journal, the House 
went into Committee of the Whole on the 
Land-Grant Forfeiture bill. 

A short debate, participated in by Mr. 
McRae of Arkansas, Mr. Cobb of Ala dama, 
and Mr. Payson of Illinois, ensued, but the 
heat of the chamber was so great that a 
majority of the members sought the breezes 
to be found in the lobby and but little at- 
tention was given to the discussion. Mr. 
Anderson of Kansas offered an amendment 
for iorfeiting railroad lands not earned at 
the time limited by the granting acts. Lost 
— Yeas, 37; nays, 58. 

On motion of Mr. Herbert of Alabama an 
amendment was adopted providing that 
all cash entries heretofore permitted to be 
made within the limits of the grant to aid in 
the construction of the Alabama and Flori- 


idated and patents issued to purchasers 
thereof, provided that the Government re- 
tains the purchase moneys. 

Mr. Holman of Indiana offered an amend- 
ment forfeiting all land not earned within 
the time limited by the granting acta. Lost 
—60 to 79. 

Mr. McRae of Arkansas offered an amend- 
ment directing the Attorney-General to in- 
stitute suit against persons holding lands 
opposite to the constructed portion of rail- 
roads which were not constructed within the 
time specified in the granting act. 

In speaking to this amendment Mr. Buch- 
anan of New Jersey alluded to an attack 
made upon Speaker Reed and the Republican 
party some days ago by Mr. Stone of Missouri, 
and deplored the fact that an unfortunate 
dispensation of providence had taken from 
the Democratic party @ Randall and the wis- 
dom of the Kentucky Legisiature haa taken 
from ita Carlisle, because it seemed that pig- 
mies rushed in where giants feared to tread. 

Referring to a remark made by Mr. Payson 
of Illinois to the effect that the Senate would 
not agree to the McRae amendment Mr. 
Rogers of Arkansas suggested that the ger- 
tleman from New York (Mr. Beiden) should 
issue another bulletin to instruct the Senate 
what to do. 

The Cannon-Houk Episode. 

Mr. Bynum of Indiana in the course of some 
brief remarks read from the manuscript of 
the official reporters of the Record the report 
of the recent — between Mr. Cannon 
and Mr. Houk in which they referred to each 
other as nuisances. This reference was 
omitted from the J and in alluding to 
the omission Mr. Bynum quoted from a 
speech made by Mr. Cannon during the Fif. 
tieth Congress deprecating a mutilation of 
the Record, 

Mr. Cannon said that during the colloquy 
referred toin the heatof debate, he§ (Can- 
non) and the gentleman from Tennessee

POSTAGE ON SERIAL BOOKS, 


Why They Should Not Receive the Benefit 
of Periodical Kates. 

Wasuineron, D. C., July 17.—Postmaster- 
General Wanamaker has Written a letter to 
Chairman Bingham of the House Commit- 
tee on Post-Offices in advocacy of the bill 
already reported by the committee putting 
serial publications, commonly called li- 
braries,“ now carried as periodicals, in the 
classification of books for purposes of post- 
age. He sums up bis reasons thus: 

I. The carriage in the mails of these books at a 
cent a pound 1s very much below the cost to the 
Government. I cannot state exactly what the 
loss is, but it probably aggregates four or five 
times as much as the postage on the books 
amounts to. There seems tO Me no necessity for 
this heavy tax on the posta service, and nothing 
in the character of the literature in question 
that renders it reasonable even. For some rea- 
son, good or not, Congress has always thought it 
proper to give exceptional privileges to news- 
pavers, and for many years to magazines and 
other similar periodicals alse, but there is no 
instance of its ever naving deemed it expedient 
to favor books, and I can see no cause for it now 
58 no reason for favoring this particular 
class. 

2. The privilege given to the publishers of 
these serial books creates a distinction between 
them and the publishers of other books whioh I 


regard as unfair. 

The privilege in question is also a discrimi- 
nation against the pu rs of books in other 
than 4 a gs bindings. 

4 The privilege given to serial books is not 
merely discriminative. It is subject to constant 
abuse. It will not seriously affect the business of 
the publishers of this class of books, for, as be- 
fore said, it will simply divert some of the mat- 
ter to other methods of transportation, leav 
but a trifling addition to present cost, whic 
should be ungrudgingly borne by the publishers, 
or shared between them and tneir patrons. 
Neither will it tend to reduce the number of 
those books now being issued. Wherever there 
is a market for such literature there will be a 
supply, and the matter of postage rates will 
har iy be considered, 

And just here itis not inappropriate to say 
that a good deal of false sentiment has been in- 
dulged in by the publishers and their advocates 
as to the beneficence of the Government in fos- 
tering the issue of cheap books. In the first 
place, postage rates are ust based on sentiment; 
and, secondly, other influences have had im- 
measurably greater control over these things 
than statutes. The a cee 2 the folding

books without autho expense, the increasing 
wealth of the country, bringing about increasing 
demands—all these have brought cheap litera- 
ture into existence, and these, with further and 
perhaps more potent influences yet to come, no 
matter what may be the rates of postage, will 
encourage it more aud more, until the poorest 
man im the land can dave his library, even if it 
be in ungilded covers, ata price which will not 
seriously trench upon his other and less intel- 
lectual wants,

DIDN'T MAKE NEW RATES. 


WESTERN RAILROAD MANAGERS 
AGAIN FAIL TO ACREE, 


The Atchison Refuses to Reduce Grain 
Tariffs Localiy West of the Missouri 
River, While the St. Paul Declines to 
Divide Cattle Traffic—A Special Commit- 
tee Appointed to Farther Consider the 
Matter—A New Uniform Bill of Lading 
That May Cause Trouble. 

The managers of the Western roads, after 

a session lasting three days, had to abandon 


freight rates from the Missouri River to 
Chicago. The report of the special commit- 
tee of seven was submitted to the meeting. 
This report, published in yesterday’s Txrs- 
UNE, recommended that the rate on wheat 
from Missouri River points to the Mississippi 
River be reduced to 15 cents and on other 
grains to 12 cents; that rates to the Missouri 
River from Kansas and Nebraska points be 
so reduced as to preservea difference of 
three cents as between through rates ana the 
sums of locals, and that all articles of freight 
be restored to tariff except wheat and corn, 


which should be reduced to 20 cents and 17 


cents respectively. 
The recommendations were rejected by 
the vote of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé, allother roads favoring the acceptance 
of the committee’s report The Sacta Fé’s 
objection was that it could not afford to re- 
duce the rateson grain west of the river, 
as nearly all of its revenues were derived 
from that traffic. It claimed that by reduc- 
ing the local rates west of the river busi- 
ness would be forced to river points, and 
some of the roads terminating at 
the river would manage as they had 
the past, by manipulation of rates, 
to secure the bulk of te business, to 
the detriment. of the through lines. The 
Alton and other roads contended that the 
local rates west of the river were upreason- 
ably high, and as the through lines refused 
to prorate with them they had to make ex- 
ceedingly low rates from the Missouri River 
to seoure a share of the through business. As 
the Inter-State Commission was about to 
order a reduction in the rates on n from 
the Missouri River east, it was unfair for the 
Unes west of the river to continue their high 
docal ch and the people of Kansas 
would not. willingly submit to such extortion. 

The Rock Island and Burlington, which 
are in the same position as the Sata Fé as re- 
gards rates wést of the Missouri, were will- 
ing to concede the demands made by the 
Alton and other uri River terminal 
roads in the interest of harmony. The Atwhi- 
son, however, remained stubborn, and would 
not submit to any reduction in rates from 
2 west of the river, and even went so 

ar as to threaten that in case the other roads 
reduced rates east from the Missouri River 
it would retaliate by reducing the through 
charges over ite own liae to Chicago. 

An effort was made to bring about an ad- 
vance in cattle rates, the present charge of 
12 cents being considered disastrously low. 
The Alton deciared its willingness to make 
au advance, 22 an arrangement were 
made whereby each road would be assured 
of a fair proportion of the traffic. 

The propositaon whereby a division of the 
cattie traffie might be secured was sub- 
stantially as proposed by Chairman Walker 
just previous to the Alton’s withdrawal from 
the Gentlemen's Associaton — namely: 
that roads getting more than a fair propor- 
tion of the business should cease to solicit 
new business until the lines that had run be- 
hind should have gained their share, or that 
roads with more than their propor- 
uon should direct business oyer lines 
that had run behind. All roads except the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul were willing to 
enter into such an ches gaan The latte 
did not think a division of traffic as pro 
would be legal or practicable. It was 
charged that the refusai of the St. Paul to 
enter into the arrangement was due to its 
having made contracts with certain cattie- 
shippers at Kansas City. The representa- 
tives of the company denied the soft im- 
peachment and insisted that they were ani- 
mated by the purest of motives. 

Finding that a settlement of the difficul- 
ties, both as regards grain or cattle rates, 
could not be effected it was decided to refer 
the whole matter to another special commit- 
tee, consisting of Chairman alker, Presi- 
dent Cable, President Manvel, General Man- 
ager Chappell, and Vice-President Newman, 
to report at a meeting to be called at the re- 
quest of the committee.

At the meeting of the Freight Committee 
of the Central Traffic Association at Chair- 
mau Blanchard’s office yesterday che recom- 
meadation relating to the proposed flag 
clause for bills of lading of British steamship 
companies was referred to the Uniform Bill- 
of-Lading Committee, It was decided not to 
extend the milling-in-transit rule from thirty 
to ninety days. It was agreed that an esti- 
mated weight of 170 pounds per barrel von po- 
tatoes should not be permitted, ana that po- 
tatoes should be taken only at actual weight.

MARKE TS. 


The leading produce markets averaged quiet, 
with smaller price changes, oats again taking the 
lead in activity and strength. The trading all 
round was mostly local, and the feeling was of 
the kind sometimes described as mixed.“ bad 
crop reports being heard by men unwilling to be- 
lieve them. The weather was fine, but that in 
the West was still too dry for corn. 

Schoeneman had a cable reporting frosts all 
over Saxony, — much injury to the rye crop 
there. It is early for frost. 

They said Hutchinson was selling wheat in 
Minneapolis and New York. He was doing the 
same here through bis own men, but probably 
buying through other brokers. 

Lamson has a dispatch from Shelby County, 
Indiana, stating that 150 acres have oniy yielded 
224 bu of wheat (14 ou to the acre), and that it 
appears to be à fair specimen of the thrashing 
returns of the section round about there. 

The Price Current has reduced its tentative es- 
timate of the wheat crop for this year to 
420,000,000 bu, of which 250,000,000 bu is winter. 
It is now pretty generally agreed that the yield 
of winter grades is a light one in the aggregate, 
but opinions are divided as to the situation in the 
Northwest. One man in Duluth sends word he 
does not believe in the talk about rust, and 
another estimates the yield of Minnesota and 
the two Dakotas at well towards 110,000,000 bu. 
Reports from many points in that section tell of 
poor outlook, and there 1s no certainty yet as to 
the total crop within a wide margin of possible 
error. 

In corn the tenor of the news is less dubious. 
Hutchinson, Kas., reports Hot winds, no rain. 
Just about gone. Rain would not help it now.“ 
Another Kansas telegram says there ig no rea- 
sonabie hope for more than @ percent. A dealer 
in St. Joseph agreed with his commission man 
here to pay a loss of 4c per bu on a lot of corn 
sold to arrive, as he says he can even then make 
money by selling the corn to feeders in Missouri. 
The latter are paying 40@42c per bu for large 
quantities. The strengthin the cash situation 
here may be inferred from the fact that No. 3 is 
now selling at barely lo below the price for No. 
2 delivered in September. If the country were 
buying futures at arate to correspond with the 
news of crop damage the market would be much 
stronger than it is. 

Hogs in Kansas are being marketed freely, 
though the weights are reported as averaging 
only 213 lbs, against 228 a year ago. The animals 
are being rushed in without fattening. It is 
asked if it be possible this can be due to scarcity 
of corn for feeding. If so the fact may influence 
the price of corn in the near future. 

There was some talk about Germany having 
rescinded the duty on importations of American 
hog product, but it was denied in a cable to Rolo- 
son. 

It is claimed by an 8 arty that the 
great Dalrymple farm in the River Valley 
will yield 20 bu ot wheat to * acre and be the 
best crop ever raised on that farm.
